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§17601. Definitions

In this chapter, the following definitions shall
apply:

(1) Child exploitation

The term ‘‘child exploitation’” means any
conduct, attempted conduct, or conspiracy to
engage in conduct involving a minor that vio-
lates section 1591, chapter 109A, chapter 110,
and chapter 117 of title 18 or any sexual activ-
ity involving a minor for which any person can
be charged with a criminal offense.

(2) Child obscenity

The term ‘‘child obscenity’ means any vis-
ual depiction proscribed by section 1466A of
title 18.

(3) Minor

The term ‘“‘minor’” means any person under
the age of 18 years.

(4) Sexually explicit conduct

The term ‘‘sexually explicit conduct’” has
the meaning given such term in section 2256 of
title 18.

SUBCHAPTER I—NATIONAL STRATEGY FOR
CHILD EXPLOITATION PREVENTION AND
INTERDICTION

§17611. Establishment of National Strategy for
Child Exploitation Prevention and Interdic-
tion

(a) In general

The Attorney General of the United States
shall create and implement a National Strategy
for Child Exploitation Prevention and Interdic-
tion.

(b) Timing

Not later than 1 year after October 13, 2008,
and on February 1 of every second year there-
after, the Attorney General shall submit to Con-
gress the National Strategy established under
subsection (a).

(c) Required contents of National Strategy

The National Strategy established under sub-
section (a) shall include the following:

(1) Comprehensive long-range,! goals for re-
ducing child exploitation.

(2) Annual measurable objectives and spe-
cific targets to accomplish long-term, quan-
tifiable goals that the Attorney General deter-
mines may be achieved during each year be-
ginning on the date when the National Strat-
egy is submitted.

(3) Annual budget priorities and Federal ef-
forts dedicated to combating child exploi-
tation, including resources dedicated to Inter-
net Crimes Against Children task forces,
Project Safe Childhood, FBI Innocent Images
Initiative, the National Center for Missing and
Exploited Children, regional forensic com-
puter labs, Internet Safety?2 programs, and all
other entities whose goal or mission is to com-
bat the exploitation of children that receive
Federal support.

(4) A b-year projection for program and
budget goals and priorities.

(5) A review of the policies and work of the
Department of Justice related to the preven-
tion and investigation of child exploitation
crimes, including efforts at the Office of Jus-
tice Programs, the Criminal Division of the
Department of Justice, the Executive Office of
United States Attorneys, the Federal Bureau
of Investigation, the Office of the Attorney
General, the Office of the Deputy Attorney
General, the Office of Legal Policy, and any
other agency or bureau of the Department of
Justice whose activities relate to child exploi-
tation.

(6) A description of the Department’s efforts
to coordinate with international, State, local,
tribal law enforcement, and private sector en-
tities on child exploitation prevention and
interdiction efforts.

(7) Plans for interagency coordination re-
garding the prevention, investigation, and ap-
prehension of individuals exploiting children,

including cooperation and collaboration
with—

(A) Immigration and Customs Enforce-
ment;
